“  GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that, 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  Game-tag  Regulations 
made  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game 
Act  ”  by  Order  in  Council  No.  919,  approved 
July  18th,  1934,  and  published  in  The  British 
Columbia  Gazette  of  August  30th,  1934,  be  re¬ 
scinded,  and  the  following  regulations  be  made 
and  substituted  therefor: — 

“  Game-tag  Regulations. 

“  1.  Each  deer,  as  defined  under  the  ‘  Game 
Act,’  shall,  when  killed  or  taken,  have  a  seal 
which  has  not  been  previously  used  attached  to 
the  carcass  thereof,  and  such  seal  must  be 
securely  attached  to  the  carcass  and  locked  by 
the  person  killing  or  taking  the  animal  and  to 
whom  the  seal  has  been  issued  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  these  regulations. 

“  2.  Seals  may  be  issued  by  any  Game 
Warden,  Provincial  Constable,  Government 
Agent,  or  any  person  authorized  by  the  Game 
Commission,  and  the  seal  shall  be  in  the  shape 
and  style  as  decided  upon  by  the  Game  Com¬ 
mission. 

“  3.  A  fee  of  tweny-five  cents  (25c.)  shall 
be  payable  for  every  seal. 
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“  4.  The  seal  shall  remain  on  the  carcass  of 
the  deer  until  the  carcass  has  been  removed  or 
transported  to  the  place  where  it  is  proposed 
to  consume  the  carcass. 

“  5.  The  transfer  of  seals  by  any  licence- 
holder  to  another  is  prohibited. 

“  6.  Should  any  purchaser  of  seals  possess 
any  unused  seals  after  the  expiration  of  the 
open  season  on  deer  for  which  the  seals  were 
obtained,  then  on  his  producing  such  unused 
seals  and  his  expired  firearms  licence  at  the 
time  he  takes  out  his  firearms  licence  for  the 
next  year  the  numbers  of  such  unused  seals 
shall  be  entered  on  his  new  firearms  licence, 
and  they  may  then  be  used  during  the  next 
open  season  on  deer  as  outlined  in  these  regu¬ 
lations. 

“  7.  These  regulations  shall  not  apply  in  re¬ 
spect  to  any  deer  killed  by  an  Indian,  pros¬ 
pector,  surveyor,  or  farmer  (on  his  own  prop¬ 
erty  only)  for  use  for  food  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  in  that  behalf  contained  in  sections 
7  to  10,  inclusive,  of  the  ‘  Game  Act.’ 

“  8.  Any  person  authorized  to  issue  firearms 
licences  and  from  whom  deer  seals  have  been 
purchased  shall  note  the  numbers  of  the  seals 
so  purchased  in  the  space  provided  for  this 
purpose  on  the  purchaser’s  firearms  licence. 

“  9.  Any  person  found  in  possession  of  the 
carcass  of  a  deer  to  which  a  seal  has  not  been 
securely  attached  and  locked  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  committed  an  offence  against  these 
regulations.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  tbe  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  further¬ 
more  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible  in 
some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.
